SAVINGS DEPOSIT REFUNDING BILL. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Jan. 11.—The bill intro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Price (Lowa) to pro- 
mote the deposit of savings and refunding the 
national debt authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue certificates of deposit of the 
United States, of denominations of $10, $20, 
$50, and $100 each, which certificates shall bear 
interest at the rate of 3 65-100 per cent per an- 
num.

The real purpose and motive of Frrnanpo 
Woop’s dragnet resolution, which was 
forced through thé House yesterday, is to 
stir up a new f of excitement which will 
divert the attention of Congressmen and the 
country at large from the silver question.

But they 
will not succeed, and the Congressman who 
permits the fever of investigation to displace 
his zeal for the remonetization of the silver 
dollar, and falls into the trap set for him by 
the desperate goldites, will have an account 
to settle with his constituents. The people 
want the old dollar back first, and then if 
the Democrats can find anything to investi- 
gate, let them proceed with their favorite

When Congress adjourned for the holiday 
recess the Senators and Representatives ro- 
turned home expecting to find their con- 
stituents deeply inoensed at the stand taken 
by the President in the matter of appoint- 
ments and removals, and vigorously deter- 
mined to stand by the noble army that was 
battling for its old-time patronage prerog- 
ative. They found nothing of the sort; 
the people seemed to be entirely in- 
different to the sorrows and grievances 
of the Implacables, and mianifested 
a decided feeling of respect and 
admiration for the President, who was carry- 
ing on the plucky fight single-handed. The 
effect of this discovery is demonstrated 
forthwith upon the return of the Senators 
and Representatives to Washington at the 
expiration of the recess. From all quarters 
comes the report of ‘‘an improved feeling,” 
and a prospect of reconciliation. The talk 
of open hostilities and of driving the Presi- 
dent to seek support from the Democratic 
party in Congress has almost wholly ceased. 
Senator Epuunps’ letter has happened op- 
portunely, since it affords the ex-Implacables 
the chance of expressing their approval of 
the views therein get forth, and of climbing 
down gracefully. -The President has not 
weakened; neither have the Senators; it 
was simply a misunderstanding, that’s all.

We have examined in another article Mr. 
Wurrz's “ first proposition. The ‘ second 
proposition,” that remonetization would 
make silvér receivable for customs, and the 
third, that silver would be payable for inter- 
est, are self-evident truths. They are direct 
ends sought by remonetization. Silver was 
receivable for duties and payable for interest 
before the War; it was made so by all the 
debt-incurring laws enacted during and after 
the War; silver wag made payable for inter- 
est and principal of all the 5, 44, and 4 
per cent bonds authorized by the act of 1870, 
and remained so until 1874. The country 
lived through that condition of things. Ev- 
ery man who logned a dollar to the United 
States knew that the loan could be paid in 
silver or gold, @t the option of the 
debtor. The restoration of the same 
condition will hardly disturb the peace of 
the world, It was only a few years 
ago that every man now advocating gold, 
and every newspaper denouncing silver, wan 
predicting and threatening that if the people 
of the Western States did not reverse the 
Granger legislation concerning railroads, 
there would be a moral revolt; that every 
railroad bond would be sent home for sale ; 
that railroads would be closed to business; 
and that not another dollar would ever be 
invested in a country that tolerated such a 
low state of morals.. The wisdom, the 
power, and the justice of that legislation has 
since become recognized by the Supreme 
Court as the established law of the nation, 
and still there are people at home and abroad 
who keep their property under Granger pro- 
‘tection. The prophecy that capital in Great 
Britain and Germany will not invest money 
in American bonds, liable to be paid twenty or 
fifty years hence jn silver, is hardly justified 
by past history ; at all events, if these bonds 
be sent home and sold here cheap, they 
will furnish excellent collaterals for 
loans and discounts and for National-Bank 
circulation, redeemable on demand in the 
legal-tender silver goin of the country. The 
suggestion by Mr. Wurre, that to make ail- 
ver receivable for duties will have the effect 
to roduce duties 8 per oent, and that this will 
justify a demand by the protectionists for a 
like increase of duties, calls for no discus- 
sion. It rests, ag in fact the whole letter 
rests, omthe assumption that the silver dol- 
lar will be worth 9} cents in gold and never 
any more. This i simply begging the ques. 
tion. It is neither fact nor argument. It is 
negatived by all history. The present de-

Elsewhere in this issue of Tax TA UN 
will be found a letter from Mr. Horace 
Waurrz on the silver question, in which he 
presents three points ag to the evil effect of 


any more silver into circulation than we 
now have, but would cause the paper cur- 
to decline in value. 

2. That it would make silver receivable 
for customs duties. 

3. That it would make silver payable for 
interest on the public debt. 

The exact drift of the first of these prop- 
ositions is not very clear. In the first place, 
we have no silver legal-tender coin now (ex- 
cept fractionals); and to assert that to re- 
monetize silver and authorize its coinage will 
not lead to an increase of silver in circula- 
tion seems to be an assumption hardly recon- 
cilable with the grave apprehensions ex- 
pressed by other leatned writers on political 
economy, that, in the event of such legisla- 
tion, all Europe will ship hither its surplus 
coin, and bury this fair Republic under a 
load of cheap silver. Mr. Wurrz does not 
seem to have any such apprehension. If we 
understand his meaning correctly, the pas- 
sage of the so-called Biawp bill will not lead 
to the circulation of silver dollars, because 
when coined they will reduce the value of 
greenbacks, and further, that the greenback 
will fall below the value of the silver dollar 
to about the same amount that it is now un- 
der gold, say 3 per cent. 

It seems to us that Mr. Warrs has over- 
looked the existence of an important law 
called the Resumption act, which provides 
that the National Treasury shall redeem 
greenbacks at par in coin (which means sil- 
ver or gold) on and after Jan. 1, 1879,— 
eleven and a half months hence. We as- 
sume that law will remain in force; any 
guess or notion that it will be repealed can- 
not be accepted either as fact or argument. 
As the greenbacks will be redeemable in 
legal-tender silver dollars if the Buanp bill 
passes, we do not see how they can then be 
of less value than the thing in which they are 
redeomable on demand. The Government 
will have the option to redeem in either sil- 
ver or gold, and, of course, it will redeem in 
the cheaper metal, and that isthe way it paid 
all its debt from 1793 until 1873. Hence, the 
greenback will be exactly of the value of 
whichever metal the Government pays them 
in, and cannot be less. 

But we are told there will not be enough 
silver, as the capacity of the ngints is limited 
to twenty or thirty millions a year. This 
objection to the limited capacity of the mints 
is hardly a serious one, because the same 
legislative authority which directs the coin- 
age of silver dollars can direct an increase of 
the number of mints, and of their machinery 
and of their working capacity, and such a 
measure will be eminently desirable“ Even 
New York would vote to have a new mint 
established in that city. Omaha is beseech- 
ing for a mint, St. Louis is howling for 
another, Indianapolis is making a loud noise 
for one, and Congress can order as many as 
it pleases. The present capacity of the 
mints, however, is stated by the Superin- 
tendent to be fifty millions a year, and we 
presume that is based on eight hours’ work 
per day, whereas the mints can be run with 
two gangs of men sixteen to twenty hours a 
day. The Brann bill before the Senate has 
an amendment providing for a maxium coin- 
age of four millions a month, or forty- 
eight millions a year. This can easily 
be increased to six or eight millions a month, 
if Congress so directs, But the exact 
amount, whether only fifty millions a year or 
double that sum, is not of such vital im- 
portance, because the restoration of silver 


coinage and the re-establishment of its legal- 


tender character will have the effect of 
determining definitely that the public debts 
of the United States, and of the various 
States, municipalities, corporations, and pri- 
vate persons, are to be payable in silver or 
gold, at the option of the debtor. This 
privilege the American people have enjoyed 
all the years of their national life, except for 
the last four. And this option“ of pay- 
ment the country insists upon regaining ; no 
arguments, threats, coaxing, or bulldozing 
will shake their firm determination to re- 
cover this lost privilege and right. 

Resulting from this re-establishment of 
the bi-metallic principle, the impoverish- 
ment of the country and the stagnation of 
productive indpstry caused by the advance 
in the value of gold will be arrested, and, so 
long as the bi-metallic policy shall thereafter 
remain in force, it will not be possible again 
to get up a corner on gold, and arbitra- 
rily add a large percentage to the weight of 
indebtedness, public and private, of the 
country. 

In'the suggestion that the Greenbackers 
will oppose silver coinage lest the dollars 
might be used to redeem the paper, it is 
difficult to discover sufficient substance that 
is tangible; and it is equally difficult to un- 
derstand how the ‘coinage of from 200,000,- 
000 to 300,000,000 silver doliars to 
circulate in addition to the greenbacks 
will be no enlargement of the vol 
ume of the currency. Mr. Warre reaches 
the conclusion that as soon as the Silver bill 
shall become a law the Greenbackers, dis- 
gusted with silver money, will move for a 
repeal of the Resumption law and an in- 
definite inflation of irredeemable paper. We 
cannot get alarmed at this prognostication, 
because it is inconceivable that the Green- 
backers would prefer an addition of forty 
or fifty millions of paper to four or five times 
that sum of hard money. The Supreme 
Court has in effect decided, as Mr. Wurre 
knows, that 400 millions of greenbacks is the 
utmost limit that can be legally issued, and 
we have upwards of 350 millions now. It 
would be an idiotic act for the Greenbackers 


to cut off an unlimited silver coinage in 


order to add a few millions to the present 
volume of greenbacks, which increase, if 
they are strong enough in Congress, they 
can obtain at any time without disturbing 
the coinage of silver. 

We regret to learn that if the Silver bill 
shall become a law the school of statesmen 
and economists to which Mr. Wurre belongs 
will thenceforth devote themselves to violate 
the national pledge to resume specie pay- 
ments a year hence by joining the Green- 
backers in efforts to repeal the Resumption 
law. Should the gold advocates do this, 
what becomes of the national honor? When 


| such men act thus, much may be pardoned to 


those whose moral and intellectual refine-

Let 
us hope that on cooler reflection those gen- 


mischief, and the only possible compensa- 
tion we can think of is that it may possibly 
wake up the farmers to a realization of the 
imperative necessity of improving the high- 
ways. The most comprehensive railway sys- 
tem conceivable becomes useless when the 
highroads are in an impassable condition, and 
the farmers can neither get their produce to 
the stations nor their supplies from the sta- 
tions. The people of this country have di- 
rectly and indirectly contributed hundreds 
of millions of dollars to the construction of 
railways, and they practically elect to go 
without the advantages of such an invest- 
ment when, in order to save a few pennies, 
they leave their roads in an impassable con- 
dition during several months of the year. 
We print in another part of this morning’s 
paper an interview with Mr. K. K. Jonna, of 
Quincy, in which he again insists upon the 
advantage in cost and durability of the 
gravel roads over any other which it is prac- 
ticable to adopt in the prairie soil of the 
West. The ordinary dirt road is plainly a 
failure, and wooden block or Mcab roads 
are out of the question on uccount of their 
cost: Mr. Jonzs certainly has good ground 
for maintaining the desirability of the gravel 
road wherever gravel can be easily obtained, 
since the five miles of gravel road running 
out of Quincy, which he induced the prop- 
erty-owners to construct, is the only road 
leading to that city over which the farmers 
have been able to haul their produce or sup- 
plies during the present season. Of course, 
there is a great difference in gravel, 
as the people of Chicago bave reason 
to know, since Michigan avenue has 
been paved with what is called 
Joliet gravel. but which is really nothing but 


| rich earth, making the filthiest and thickest 


sort of mud after it becomes saturated with 
water. But Mr. Jonzs contends that in al- 
most every county in this State gravel of 
good quality may be found at the bottom of 
the creeks, and in this case every county 
ought to begin to do something for itself in 
improving the roads. 

The reason for urging the subject at this 
time is that the proper season for making 
these gravel roads is when the earth roads 
are frozen, and thus farnish a solid founda- 
tion; this is also the season when the 
farmers have most leisure, in case they de- 
termine to use their own teams and do the 
work themselves, instead of paying taxes to 
accomplish the same end. He says that 
grading is not necessary, but that a single 
road-bed should be made with gravel about six 
inches deep, which may perhaps be improved 
by a thin surface of loose earth. The farm- 
ers of Illinois ought not to allow another 
season to go by. without protecting them- 
selves against a recurrence of this year’s 
disastrous experience. It must be kept in 
mind, however, that gravel roads require 
constant attention, and that by filling up 
holes and ruts promptly they may be made 
to last three or four times longer than they 
would otherwise; this may be,done by 
neighborly co-operation without resorting to 
taxation. 


‘THE “BIG DOLLAR,” AND WHAT IT 8 
DOIN ,

In the course of his message to the Wiscon- 
sin Legislature, Gov. Smira referred to the re- 
monetization of silver in the following terms: 

The road to resumption of specie payments ma 
be rough, but there are no sloughs therein, an 
now that we have so nearly reached the desired 

oal, every backward step must be regarded a pub- 
ic calamity. Ido not, however, share in the 
opinion, which seems to obtain with some, tnat 
the remonetization of silver will be a backward 
step. Silver may very properly and very honestly 
be used for coinage, and if the present ratio with 
gold is not sufficient to insure the harmonious cir- 
culation of voth metals, let the ratio de increased. 
The wise statesman seeks to find new markets and 
additional uses for all tne productions of his 
country, because thereby profit accrues to the cit- 
izen, and the country is benefited. The United 
States is the great silver-producing nation of the 
world. Every legitimate use to which silver can 
be applied enhances its value, and to that extent 
adds to the wealth of the nation. Its use as money 
is both legitimate and practicable; the only condi- 
tions being that the relative values of silver and 
goid be duly preserved in the coinage, and that the 
profits of coinage, if any, be reserved to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Either Gov. Surra is not a friend of the 
movement to remonetize silver, as he pro- 
fesses to be, or he has exhibited great 
thoughtlessness in allowing himself to be 
misled by the pretended “‘ compromise” sil- 
ver men who are really seeking to defeat the 
purpose of the whole movement, There has 
been more silly twaddle about the ‘‘91-cent ” 
dollar, and move dishonesty and chicanery in 
the demand for a silver dollar that shall be 
worth 100 cents,” than in any other pase of 
the controversy. Some men, knowing what 
they were driving at, have lugged this in to 
complicate and confuse the issue; while oth- 
ers, not intelligent enough to penetrate the 
fraudulent sophistry, have been weakly mis- 
led by it. There are two answers to be made 
to the charge that remonetization at the old 
weight of 16 to 1 will give too little silver. 

1. In all countries where the double 
standard is recognized by law, or where ail- 
ver circulates side by side with gold, the 
relative weight is 154 ounces of silver to 1 
gunce of gold. This is the case in Germany, 
France, Spain, Italy, Belgium, Greece, and 
Switzerland, where silver and goid coin are 
of equal purchasing power and universally 
interchangeable at that ratio. There is no 
complaint in any of those countries that the 
silver unitof value contains too little metal, 
notwithstanding the decreased value of silver 
bullion in markets where itis sent for sale 
as a commodity and has no legal-tender 
function. If 140,000,000 people in the coun- 
tries named can maintain the ratio of 15} to 
1, there is small danger of doing injustice to 
or arousing the indignation of 45,000,000 
people in acountry where it is proposed to 
restore a silver coin at the rate ef 16 
to 1. The remonetization gf silver m this 
country will give it monetary employment 
th about the same amount of the metal that 
has or may be thrown out of monetary use 
by Germany. It was tife sale of silver by 
Germany in the non-legal-tender English 
market that occasioned the decline in its 
value as compared with gold. The absorp- 
tion for money purposes elsewhere in an 
equal amonnt will restore the equilibrium 
and break the present corner in gold, where- 
by it has become abnormally dear as com- 
pared with all other things. If the United 
States, then, should begin coining a silver 
dollar at the ratio of the present bullion value 
of silver (which would be about 174 or 17} 
to 1), the profit of the coinage would be 
in reality a serious loss. The Government 
would purchase silver on a rising market in | 


worth more than 4 dollar a month afterwards. 
This process would impose a heavy loss on 
the Government, and drive the silver dollar 
out of „ because it would be too 
valuable to circulate. It would be necessary to 
order a complete recoinage every few months 
at an enormous pense, and in the mean- 
time the country would be deprived of all 
the expected benefit to bo derived from add- 
ing several hnndred millions of hard money 
to the circulating medium; and that is pre- 
cisely what the goldites seek by proposing 
the e scheme of changing the 
weight of the silver dollar. 

2. The big dollar” is just what the coun- 


| try must stop, if it hopes to escape universal 


bankruptcy. We want the old, historical 
dollar of 371 4-16 pure silver,—the equiva- 
lent of the old Spanish milled dollar,—and 
nothing else. The present purchasing value 
of the gold dollar has been fearfully en- 
hanced. The legal-tender gold dollar is 
worth more, because it will purchase more 
by 25 to 40 per cent than it would four 
years ago. The people have been doing 
business on this constant enlargement of the 
„dollar“ and corresponding shrinkage of 
prices, until they have reached the very last 
ditch of resistance. It needs no prephetic 
ken to foresee that this gold dollar will con- 
tinue to grow larger, and debts grow with it 
pari passu. The scientists tell us that free 
gold obtained from washings is pretty nearly 
exhausted, and that has been the chief source 
of supply. Statistics show that the annual 
production is steadily declining and has 
fallen off more than half since 1852. The 
gold in the future must mostly be 
obtained from the veins of the hard, 
flinty rock, by a hard, slow, uncertain 
process and at a greater cost than hereto. 
fore. The demand is increasing as popula- 
tion and commerce increase and as certain 
nations adopt the exclusive gold standard. 
To make a silver coin depend on its bullion 
value in gold, and follow gold in this steady 
enlargement, will be to recoin the silver 
every year or oftener, and to continue the 
fatal necessity of doing business forever on 
a falling market. 

Let us see how it works. The national in- 
debtedness is about 2,000 millions, the State, 
municipal, and railroad indebtedness 2,000 
millions more, the private and bank indebt- 
edness 2,000 millions more. Here is an ag- 
gregate of 6,000 millions of debts. Add only 
1 per cent to the purchasing value of the 
dollar, and the debts are increased by 60 
millions; add 10 per cent, and the debts are 
increased 600 millions. But this is not all. 
As the purchasing power of the dollar in- 
creases, the value of all property shrinks in 
proportion. The property values of this 
country were estimated at 16,000 millions in 
1873. Take 1 percent from til value, and 
there is a loss of 160 millions; e 10 per 
cent away, and there is a loss of 1,600 mill- 
ions. This is the process we have been 
going through for four years,—a steady and 
ruinous impairment of value of property. 
It is the process from which there will be no 
escape in the future on the basis of a con- 
stantly-enlarging dollar, constantly growing 
bigger. Debts will increase the same as the 
dollar; property will shrink, and men must 
continue to farm; manufacture, and do 
business on a falling market so long as they 
can do business at all, unless this current be 
stopped or turned in the opposite direction. 
Itis a condition that involves the solvency 
of millions and the prosperity of the whole 
nation, for the money-lenders themselves 
must go down in the end as the borrowers 
pass into bankruptcy and the securities 
shrivel up into nothingness. It is the big 
and growing dollar which swells debts and 
shrinks goods that has been working havoc 
for years, and which threatens universal 
ruin in the near future unless it shall be 
abandoned as infamous in principle and 


fatal in its operation.

DR. THOMAS AND DOGMA. 

The recent sermon preached by Dr. H. W. 
Tuomas of the Centenary Methodist Church, 
in which he placed himself quite squarely 
against creeds and dogmas, will arouse un- 
usual interest and create very general dis- 
cussion, not only in th® Methodist denomina- 
tion, but also among all orthodox people. 
Prof. Swine and Mr. Brxzcuer have delivered 
themselves very radically upon the same 
general topics, and have made special assaults 
upon some of the strongholds of Calvinism. 
In their cases, however, they may be said to 
have had a sort ef license. Prof. Swine 
having been placed outside the pale of Pres- 
byterianism through the energetic efforts of 
Prof. Parron, and no longer being subjected 
to orthodox discipline, is of course at liberty 
to preach anything he pleases, so long as his 
own congregation do not object. Mr. 
Brxrcues also has a carte blanche in the same 
direction. His orthodoxy has been suspicious 
for fully fifteen years, and no longer ago 
than his own prosecution by Tron he, 
with the consent and encouragement of his 
own congregation, assumed an immunity 
for Plymouth Church from any discipline 
or even interference by other Congregational 
churches. Prof. Swine, therefore, does not 
speak for Presbyterians, nor Mr. Bezcuzr 
for Congregationalists, when they advance 
any new theories of creed or dogma. With 
Dr. Tuomas, however, the case is different. 
He is in the pale and in full communion with 
Methodism. He is regarded as an authority, 
and is universally looked upon as one of the 
strongest men in that denomination. So 
high a position does he occupy that, even 
with his sermon under the eyes of the Pre- 
siding Elder of this district, the latter does 
not hesitate to declare that he will not be 
tried for heresy. His statements, therefore, 
will be hotly canvassed and discussed inside 
his own denomination, and it is not impossi- 
ble that it may extend far beyond it. It 
may be also they will prove the leaven that 
will leaven the whole lump. 

Dr. Tuomas’ views are certainly very rad- 
ical as compared with the ordinarily‘accepted 
tenets of Methodism. He does not believe 
in a literal hell of eternal punishment,—in 
reality he can hardly be said to believe in 
any hell at all, but rather in something that 
very closely resembles the ic purga- 
tory; and, in genergl, it would seem that the 
tendency of the more advanced and liberal 


ethinkers is towards those ideas of the future 


state that obtained at the time of the Reforma- 
tion. He believes in a state of probation 
that continues after this life, and“ he con- 
demns endless punishment. He boldly im- 
pugns sectarianism as an obstacle te the 
growth of the Church and to the honesty of 
individual preaching. ‘‘ Individual minds 
are bound by the power of organization, and 
by this power set to fighting for special dog- 
mas instead of penetrating the broa@ field of 
truth. And again: There is coming to 
be a very wide and general distrust as to the 
honesty of clergymen in what they say; 
and this is ten times worse in its ef. 
fects on the faith than could be their 
boldest utterances with a clear, strong, open- 
faced honesty back of them.” It is impossi- 
ble, after reading this sermon, to suppose for 


inspiration of the Bible or in the dogma of 
the Trinity. He applies the critical sense to 
the Bible, and asks these pregnant ques- 
tions : 9 
This same criticaleense has taken bold of the 
dogmas that have come down to us claiming.to be 
tne truths of religion, and asks squarely and 
323 What do they mean. and are they true? 
hat do you mean, we are asked. when you say 
that the Bible 1s inspired’ What do you mean, 
when you say that it isinfallibler What do you 
mean by total depravity, by atonement, by regen- 
eration? What do you mean by the resurrection 
and the judgment’ What do vou mean by eternal 
unishment? Is there a literal hell of fire and 
meteune’ Are those who die in their sins to be 
punished eternally? Is there no possible hope for 
their reformation, or that the love of Gou may 
somehow reach them in the long, long ages of 
eternity? And nota few to whom these questions 
are asked are compelled to say that, so far as 
mental perception of their immense magnitude is 
concerned, they had really never come to look at 
them, or to weigh their meaning before. And 
thus, it seems to me, are we coming into almost a 
new age, —an age of realization. 


That Dr. Tuomas believes the dogmas to 
be man-made and the Bible the work of hu- 
man authorship is evident from his declara- 
tion: There are some things that have 
come down to us that may not be wholly 
true, and that need, to say the least, re- 
stating.” . ** When there are so many 
conflicting, and even contradictory, dogmas 
held by the different Churches, it is not mod- 
est in any one of these to say that it alone is 

allible and all the rest wrong. Nor is it 

modest in the world of doubters to sug- 
gest that none of them are wholly right.” 
: The Bible itself was the h of 
ages, and so has been Christian trine.” 
This, if if means anything, denies the in- 
spiration of the Bible, and affirms that the 
Church, his own included, is cherishing 
many errors. 

Dr. Tuomas’ statements will undoubtedly 
be received with gratitude and delight among 
liberal and progressive tpinkers, and with 
pain and surprise among those who have 
cherished their heirlooms ef d as, hand- 
ed down from father to son. It is always 
painful, however, to have a principle which 
has been fairly ingrained in life by 
long habit and belief attacked, but 
this does not affect the merits of the case or 
the truth or falsity of Dr. Tuomas’ positions. 
He only represents the progress of huntan 
thought, the compulsion of the critical sense, 
and the efforts to advanee beyond the limits 
of old-time dogmas, that “characterize elose 
thinkers and liberal investigators, and he un- 
doubtedly re-echoes the sentiments of the 
highest culture in his own denomination. 
To try him for heresy would be absurd, for 
the Methodist Church cannot afford to lose 
such a man, even if he be a heretic. His 
views are before his denomination, and the 
fight should be made upon them inside the 
denomination. ¢ Methodism has many elo- 
quent, enthusiastic, and zealous advocates, and 
it has always been a progressive, pushing 
Church, and there is no better place to put 
these new theories which are continually 
cropping out in the religious world upon 
trial than within its own communion. These 
great questions of creed and dogma ought to 
be met and settled now. They cannot be put 
down by heresy trials or evasions. They are 
the symptoms of one of those great agi- 
tations which periodically appear in the his- 
tory of religion. It is the effort of the 
great world to move. If the dogmas of 
eternal punishment, the atonement, the 
Trinity, and the inspiration of the Bible are 
in danger, then orthodoxy should rush to 
their defense, and fhe issue should be 
squarely made. There is nothing dangerous 
in the contest, for the right will prevail. On 
the other hand, it is a cheering sign that 
religion is rising from its lethargy, and that 
as the result of all this agitation and fer- 
mentation there will arise some new condi- 
tioh of belief that will make men wiser and 
better. Stagnation always involves decay, 
but these new, active, and stirring impulses 
show that religion is resuming its vitality, 
and who shall say that asthe outcome she 
will not rise into some still higher sphere of 
influence, where her power for good will be 
mightily increased?

Probability that the Notes Given to 
Dunning Greatly Exceeded the 
Value Received.

New Yor«, Jan. 11.—Dunning has not yet 
succeeded in effecting a settlement. Two banks 
refuse the offered compromise of 50 cents on 
the dollar, and the disastrous resuits predicted 
are coming. To-day John F. Henry, Cur- 
ran & Co., one of the largest in 
the patent and fancy medicine business, sus- 
pended payment. The firm has been reputed 
worth over $500,000, but much of this was ib 
patent-medicine rights. Hegeman & Co. have 
also allowed a note pledged with Dunning to go

New York, Jan. 11.—The Post says the firm 
of John F. Henry, Curran & Co., drugs and 
patent medicines, has suspended. The cause 
given is the suspension of E. J. Dunning, Jr. 
The concern is one of the largest, if not the 
largest, patent-medicine firm in the country, 
and on mercantile agency books is marked as 
having a capital of $500,000 to $760,000. 

There has been no settlement as yet of the 
affairs of E. J. Dunning, Jr., and the Post adds: 
From all we can learn they are not in as good 
condition in several respects as they were

pension was first announced.“ 

John F. Henry was the Republican candidate 
for Mayor of Brooklyn inthe November elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Henry says his firm had a large amount 
of paper in the hands of Dunning, the note- 
broker, who failed the other day, which had 
been sent back to them, which it was impossi- 
ble to meet at so short notice. Henry 
showed some checks which he had taken 
up this morning, among which was 
one for $1,000, and said it was very 
bard to be called upon suddenly to pay such 
amounts. Dunning had promised to furnish 
them with $10,000 this morning, instead of 
which they would bave to meet all the paper 
they had on the market. Henry could not say 
what was his exact vo sition until a meeting of 
his creditors had been called and his books 
examined. 

H. R. and A. M. Whittemore, partners of

as missing. The bookkeeper of the firm has 
not seen any member of the firm since yester- 
day afternoon. He thinks the total amount in- 
volved in their operations will be $50,000.

THE NEW YORK MEETING. 

The following dispatch, received here yester- 
day by the General Freight Agents of the roads 
leading East from this city, from Mr. N. Guil- 
ford, the Western Railroad Commissioner, 
states more fully the action taken by the Gen- 
eral Managers of the New York trunk lines and 
their Western connections than could be gained 
from the meagre dispatches contained in yester- 
day's papers: 

New Yo Jan. 11.—At a meeti night 
the trunk ine Presidents e that 1 would 
positively enforce the agieement heretofore made 
with the Western lines for the maintenance of 
Yates, when complaints are communicated by the 
Western Committee as provided. The Western 
roads are earnestly, uested to reinstate and 
muintain the vequiar eotabliched tariff-rates from 
all Western points to the seaboard cities on and 
after to-day, Jan. 11, on a basis of 40 cents fourth- 
class from Chicago to New York.

Now this is just the same action that has 
been taken every time the rates had been 
violated ever since the formation of the pool- 
line agreement. Whenever there was trouble 
in the happy family, the managers met and 
resolved to maintain the rates in the future, 
and po sooner was the meeting over than the 
old game of beating each other was recom- 
menced. And so it will be this time. One 
might just as well try to make water run up 


hill as to stop the roads from cutting the rates 
whenever a poet opportunity offers. Mr. Guil- 
ford, the Western Pool Commissioner, will be 
entirely powerless, for none of the roads will 
cut the rates openly, and before he can take 
action against them he must have evidence that 
the charges are correct. And it will be a harder 
task than he ever had before to prove 
definitely that a road has been violating 
the rates. If he should go to question the 
managers of some of the roads 
in regard to the violation of rates, they would 
simply deny the soft impeachment,’ and swear 
by all that is holy that they are as innocent asa 
new-born babe of any wrong trarsaction, and 
should Mr. Guilford not be satistied with this 
explanation and ask to be allowed to look at 
the books, the probabilities are that be ‘would 
be told to go to the devil, or back to Baltimore, 
from whence he came. When it was stated 
about a month ago that the roads were not 
maintaining the rates, there was such a howling 
among the General Managers and General 
Freight Agents as has not been heard since the 
days of Sodom and Gomorrah. A meeting was 
forthwith called, and the originators of these 
rumors were offlcially denounced in the strong- 
est terms, and each ove present at the meeting 
signed his name to a resolution that the rates 
had not been cut by any of them, and any onc 
who said they had been was a liar anda horse- 
thief, or words to that effect. Yet it is admitted 
no, and was not denied at the New York mecting, 
that at that very time several of the roads 
whose representatives were most indignant 
about spreading false rumors were cutting the 
rates from 7 to 10 cents per 100 pounds. Does 
any one suppose that the Wabash, the Detroit 
& Milwaukee, or several of Vanderbilt’s roads 
will maintain rates any more now than they 
did then? No pvol commisstons will be able to 
stop them from cutting rates as long as they 
are backed up by Vanderbiit, and there is not 
the least doubt that they are thus backed. The 
General Manager of one of the above roads told 
a TRIBUNE reporter, only a few days ago, that 
whatever steps he had taken were pokes by the 
advice and consent of Vanderbilt. A et 
Vanderbilt tried to wash his hands at the New 
York meeting, and claimed that be was not 
aware that any of the Western connections of 
the New York Central had been cutting rates, 
and. that no one was more anxious than he tohave 
the rates maintained. So clear did he make his 
innocence to the gullible managers of the other 
lines that they actually felt sorry that they had 
ever doubted his honesty, and forthwith agreed 
to reaflirm the old agreement, to give him one 
more chance to have the rates “firmly maip- 
tained on his roads hereafter. 

The action taken in New York does not alter 
the situation in the least, and is merely an at- 
tempt to stave off a rupture until the opening 
of navigation. The rates will probably be main- 
tained from this point fora month or so, until 
the Chicago roads find ot that the roads from 
Milwaukee, Peoria, St. Louis, Indianapolis, and 
other points have been cutting the rates all 
the time, and then they will begin to cut too, 
having, in the meanwhile, allowed the business 
to be directed to other points. So it has been 
since the present agreement was formed, and so 
it will be until it is substituted by an arrange- 
ment which does not putall the roads in the 
country at the mercy of a few men.

RAILROAD EARNINGS, 
Below are given the gross earnings of nine- 
teen Western roads for the month of December, 
together with the total for the past year. The 
December business was seriously interfered 
with by the unfavorable condition of the 
country roads. Yet the principal lines show a 
fair increase compared with November. This 
is noticeable more particularly on the South- 
western lines, which were not exposed 80 
directly to the mud blockade as those of the 
Northwest. The roads that show the largest 
ains are the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe; 
urlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern ; Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul; Denver & Rio Grande; 
the Grand Trunk & Great Western (Canada); 
Kansas Pacific; Michigan Central; Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas; and St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern. The lines exhibiting the heaviest 
decrease are: Wabash; Toledo, Peoria &

THE HUDSON'S BAY DOG-SLEDGE.

Sturges versus The Board of 


Trade- -- The West Park 
Commissioners. , 


Record of Judgments, New §uits, 
Cases in Bankruptcy, 
Divorces, Etc. 


The argument on the demurrer to the answer 
in the mandamus case of Sturges vs. The Board 
of Directors of the Board of Trade was had ves- 
terday. The petition was filed some time ago 
by William N. Sturges to compel the Board of 
| Directors to entertain a complaint he had filed 
with them against George Webster. This com- 
plaint set up that Webster had failed to put up 
margins on acorn contract so that Sturges had 
been obliged to buy in the corn at an alleged 
loss of $1,281. The complaint was presented in 
December last, and the Board of Directors 
voted not to entertain it, and returned it to 
Sturges, who thereupon filed a petition to com- 
pel them to against Webster. 

The answer of the Directors claimed that the 
Board was vested with full discretion in the 
matter of hearing and acting on the complaints, 
and that a court should not interfere to require 
complainants to be heard nor to undo what 
might have been done, and mach less to inter- 
vene to cause something to be done. It ap- 
peared the Directors had acted according to the 
rules, and that the enforcement of any action 
under the rules would be similar to the enforce- 
ment of action by an arbitrator. Moreover, as 
Sturges called on the Directors te answer 
whether or not he was entitled to all the priv- 
Ueges of a member, they showed that he stood in 
the position of one who denied the validity 
of the rule on which he based his complaint, 
and affirmed its invalidity as against himself. 
While, therefore, he denied its legality, he 
ought not tq be heard to complain of another 
fur the same offense. in this respect he was not 
a member in good and regular standing, and 
only at present was acting on the Board by the 
power of an injunctiou which might be at any 
time dissolved and he expelled. The Directors 
also claimed that their action, even if it discrim- 
inated against Sturges, which they denied, was 
not subject te any review by a court any more 
than if the association, originally @ voluntary 
ove, had vo charter. The charter evidently was 
intended to give the chartered association all 
the powers of a voluntary association in matters 
of disciptine. 

After the close of the arguments the case 
was taken under advisement by Judge Rogers.

It seems that several years ago 
his wife recovered a judgment against the city 
for damages received by falling through a side- 
walk in 1 Then he brought suit for loss of 
her services, damage to his feelings, expenses, 
etc., and recovered $1,500. The city took an 
appeal, but it was soon after agreed to bave the 
case retried by Judge McAllister and let his de- 
cision be final, Connett agreeing that if the 

udgment should go against him he would re- 
ease the $1,500 judgment previvusly recovered. 
He was beaten, but has ed to keep his prom- 
ise in releasing this judgment, and the present 
suit is to enforce the performance of this agree- 
ment.

THE SCHOOLS. 


Summary tf the Reports ef the President 
and the Late Superintendent. 

The twenty-third annual report of the Board 
of Education, for the year ending July 31, 1877, 
has just been issued. The report of the Presi- 
dent, tne Hon. W. K. Sullivan, congratulates 
the Board on the generaRy satisfactory gowth 
and progress of the schools duriug the year, 
and notes the care and economy with which the 
monetary affairs of the Board have been admin- 
istered. According to the rresident’s financial 
statement, the value of school property amounts 
to $4,252,121.84, of which $2,520,767.50 repre- 
sents the amount in use for schools, $39,066 for 
lots purchased but not ygt built upon, and 
$1,602,288.34 for real estate belonging to the 
School Fund exelusive of that used for the 
schools. The total receipts for the year were 
$770,217.05, and the total expenditures $604,073, 
—a decrease of $217,235.59 on the expenditures 
for the preceding year. The amount paid on 
certificates of indebtedness and time revenue 
warrants issued on account of the appropriation 
for 1876 was $331,834.70, and the interest $24,- 
538.36. On the Ist of August there were out- 
standing $188,900 of revenue warrants on ac- 
count of the appropriation for 1876, and 617. 
650 for that of 1877. The delinquent rents 
due the School Fund fodt up $97,333.49, 
of wund 681,335.41 is tied up in 
sults. The schoo! tax for the year amounted to 
— — 10 3 per cent of the entire 
city tax. e cost of tuition per pupil, based 
on the average number eker to the schools, 
was $11.40, against $15.46 for the preceding 

ear. Considerabie space is devoted to the sub- 
ect of attendance, the enrollment for the year 
veing 58,529, nearly half the total school popu- 
lation, and an increase of 2,401 over the enroll- 
ment for 1876. The usual annual, increase is 
about 3,000, but the falling offis accounted fer 
by the fact that scarlet-fever deterred man 
parents from sending their children to school. 
According to the President’s estimate, excluding 
pupils in private schools; those who are of school 
age but have graduated, and persons of school age 
who are engaged in regular employment, there 
are about 25,000 persons of school age in the 
city pot attending school, but who would attend 
if suitable accommodations were provided. 
The average number belonging for the year was 
39,494, and the average daily attendance 87,130.

Ald. Thompson said that what he wanted to in-

Mr. Dennis said that there were some schools in 
the city that were not doing full duty, as well as 
some that were overcrowded. It looked as though, 
if a school were placed near the location named, it 
would not be filled for some time, while, if placed 
further east, it would relieve the Hayes, Weils, 
Brown, and Jenkins Street Schools. The three 
bulidings ordered to be advertised for would take 
all the money on hand (some $45, 000), and all that 
could be expected to be collected this season, 

Ald. Cary asked Mr. Sullivan if it were trne that 
the Board was paying $12,000 a year rent for 
buildings for schools! 

Mr. Sullivan said that it was true. and ke fur- 
ther stated inthe conversation that there had been 
appropriatee for the School Fund, but not collected. 
m 1875 and preceding years $514,000. Of this 
$400, 000 had n designated as for buildings and 
sites. He added that there were now 13,000 
children who needed school accommodation, and 
that, if the $400, 000 were all collected, proper ac- 
commodations could be built. 

Aid. Cary said that, eince the Board was paying 
in rents the interest on $200,000, he was of opin- 
ion that it was much the wiser course to borrow 
on timo warrants that sum and use it to put ap 
buildings at once. The difference in expense 
would not be anything, and the accommodations 
would be much greater and far better. If the 
Board would put sucha proposftion into shape 
and present.it to the Council he thought it would 
be likely to pass. 

Mr. Sullivan explained that the appropriations 

against which the warrants would have to be 

drawn, if the plan were adopted, would have to 

be reduced y the School Fund's share 

Gage and Vom Hollen  defal- 

He also had his doubts whether the time- 

warrants could be sold easily so long as their pay- 

ment depended on the collection of taxes under a 
law which had not been tested in the courts. 

Ald. Tully wished to ask about a schoo: at the 
corner of Thirty-fifth and Linco/n streets. A lot 
had been bought and an appropriation made for a 
building. 

It appeared from the discussion resulting from 
this matter, and a e by 5 Sweeney. 
that the school asked for on the Franklin lot be 
placed near the corner of Oak and Bremer streets. 
that in any given year there was a question in the 
Board) as to how the taxes collected should be 
used. For instance, if $90,000 had been ap- 
propriated two years ago for three buildings and 
sites near locations named, and only $60, of 
this had been collected, it would be a question 
whether $20,000 shouid remain to the credit of 
each of the three sites and no buildings be built, or 
the sum be used to*build two buildings. The latter 
course had been pursued by the Board, and was 
defended by them on the ground of public neces- 


sity.

LIEB. 
INVESTIGATING HIS ACCOUNTS. 

The Finance Committee of the County Board 
met yesterday morning to examine ex-County- 
Clerk Lieb’s final report. Lied was present, and 
also his late bookkeeper. The report was read, 
and the vouchers for the erpense account, 
which have heretofore been referred to at length 
and in detail, were subjected to an examination. 
The first voucher that created any remark was one 
for $101.32, the amount Lieb claimed to have 
pald in June for discounting county orders with 
which to pay his men in March. It was objected 
to most decidedly, but the General explained that 
the expense was legitimate, and it had been creat- 
ed to save his employes paying a larger discount, 
as he had been able to sell orders at 2 per cent, 


while his men would have had to pay 5 per cent or 
more. The item was disallowed. 

The next voucher that elicited attention was one 
for a considerable amount for ‘* sundry expenses, 
being in the shape of a receipt to the General] from 
his bookkeeper. While it was being inquired into, 
Commissioner Fitzgorald was looking through the 
expense account in Lieb’s old books where the item 
of ‘*cnarity”’ figures so largely. He wanted Lieb 
to explain. and his explanation was that the first 
years of his office he gave for Pe geo, OF to per- 
sons calling on him about one-third of his salary. 
He found that he could not stand the charity“ 
drain, and he went to the Commissioners and asked 
authority, which was granted him, to charge what- 
ever money he might disburse ſor charity up 
to the expense account of his office, and he had so 
charged it, and the Commissioners had always al- 
lowed it without a word. 

Commissioner Fitzgerald replied that such con- 
duct looked bad. 

Mr. Lieb said it did not look bad, but was an 
honorable transaction, and that Fitzgerald would 
so consider it if it was not that he had a boss 
behind him. 

This riled Fitzgerald, who retorted that the 
„charity“ item was a direct steal. 

Mr. Lieb replied that it was no steal, and re- 
ferred to the boss again as having stolen 
$100, 000 at a lick, and further aid that Fitz was 
a liar, emphastzing the last remark with a shake 
of his head. 

Mr. Fitzgerald came tothe front again with the 
remark that Lieb was a thief, and the reason he 
had no* stolen any more was because he had not 
hadachance. He said, in concluding his excited 
remarke, that Lieb was also a liar, and many other 
unpleasant things 

Wr. Lieb could not suppress the boiling rage in 
his breast, and repeated that Fitz was a liar and 
he an honest man, and thereafter the lie was ban- 
died with great frequency and yore leaving 
the lookers-on to imagine that if half the names 
they called one another were deserved that they 
were both bad men, but not dangerous, from the 
fact that either would have run sooner than come 
to blows. Finally. Lied said the charity item 
need not be allowed unless the Committee wanted 
to, and, acting on his suggestion, it was not al- 
lowed, aud bostilities ceased. 

The next voucher of importance tackled was a 
document in the shape of 

A DUE-BILL 

from Arno Voss for $167.25, which needed ex- 

lanation. Lieb said in explanation of the item 

hat Voss had come into hie office one day and de- 
sited to stay the sale of certain property for taxes, 
and was without money. Voss abked bim to give 
him a receipt forthe amount of taxes 8107. 23— 
as an accommodation,. and he did it, taking there- 
for the due-bill, which Voss promised to take up 
the next day. he due-bill had never been taken 
np, and he had paid the taxes out of his office fees 
and charged the amount up as expenses. The 
explanation was not entirely satisfactory, and the 
voncher was disallowed after some wrangling. 

The vext voucher reached that looked suspicious 
was one for $197 for folio work done by the Gen- 
eral's wife, which had not before been charged up. 
The voucher did not show that the money had been 
paid to any one, but the work, if done at all, was 
supposed to have been done after Lieb's term of 
office expired, as the Cooks were detained several 
days. It was turned over to a sub-committee for 
further examination. ; 

The next voucher reached that excited comment 
was a $20 counterfeit bill, which the General had 
taken in dy mistake. This was too much. and 
more than the Committee was prepared to stand, 
and the General appreciated his own ridiculous- 
ness, for he grabbed the bill, and, tearing it up, 
threw it on the floor. and, stamping his foot, re- 
marked that that was taken care of, etc. 

The other vouchers were then taken up and gone 
through with, and the result, as far as reached, 
was the throwing out of alls“ charity charges 
and all allowances for discount. The result may 
be summarized as follows, which shows how much 
was disallowed in the expense charge of about 
‘$1, 300:

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THE SOUTH TOWN. 
NO COLLECTOR. 

The dead-lock in the matter of the approval of 
the bond of Philo G. Dodge, as South Town Col- 
lector, continues. Supervisor Mason having re- 
fused to sign the document on the ground, it is 
sald, of its insufficiency, Town Clerk King took it 
over to Recorder Brockway's office and had it re- 
corded. That officiai, in turn, sent it over to 
County Clerk Kiokke by «a special messenger 
yesterday afternoon, in accordance with the law; 
but Mr. Klokke refused to accept it because it was 
not fully signed. and the bond was returned to the 
Recorder, who placed it ina safe, and there it wil 
remain for the present and until some definite ar- 
rangement is made regarding it. 

A Txisune reporter who obtained the above 
facts visited 

MK. KING 


at his office last evening, before the County Clerk 
refused to accept the bond. and learned from him 
his side of the transaction. He stated that Mr. 
Dodge, whom he believed to be a thoroughly re- 
liable man, had presented the bond for nis signa- 
ture Saturday last. Mr. King signed it, and Mr. 
Dodge, accompanied by his attorney, took it to 
Mr. Mason's office for his signature. The latter 
refused to attaah his nameto the document, and 
also refused w record it. Mr. Dodge gave the 
bond to Mr. ~~ and that gentieman gave it to 
the Recorder. r. King also stated that he had 
visited several of the persons who signed the bond, 
in company with Mr. Mason. They were Mesers. 
Fred Burcky, L. B. Dixon, Abner Taylor, M. 
Schweisthnal, J. H. Swan, and N. C. Hinsdale. 
Neither Messrs. Swan vor Hinsdale had withdrawn 
ag Dondsman for Mr. Dodge, as nad been asserted 
by Mr. Mason. Mr. King said, further- 
more, that Mr. Fairbank haa called at 
his office lately, with Mr. Mason, and 
on leayning the names of the »bondemen 
had pr@hounced them good for a million dollars 
at least. Mr. King said they were good for a 
million and a half. Mr. King says that Mr. 
Dodge's preposition to pay over the 2 per cent, 
together with all the moneys as often as required 
fora compensation of $1, 500, is * fair 
and safe one for the towu, and should be accepted. 
He did not consider Mr. Mason's course the correct 
one in the premises. and therefore had acted on 
his own responsibility in placing the bond in the 
Recorder's hands. 
MR MASON 

was interviewed last night by a Tumor reporter, 
and pronounced some of the statements of Mr. 
King incorrect. On Monday last he had informa- 
tion that led him to believe the bondemen of Mr. 
Dodge were not sufficient. He had inquired about 
al) of the gentlemen on the bond; some of whom 
he saw in company with Mr. King, and others 
alone, and learned about them from those who 
were familiar with their circumstances. He 
submitted the whole bond 
tion of three of the leading bankers of the 
city, and to one of the most prominent 
business men, who isa Director in a bank. and 
their united opinion was that the bond, by any 
etandard that could reasonably be adopted, was ut- 
terly insufficient. Concerning the withdrawal of 
Mr. Hinsdale, he said that gentleman had distinct- 
ly given him notice that he did not wish his name 
to remain on the bond. As to the question of the 
effect of the withdrawal of one of the bohdsmen, 
he consulted three of the leading lav 
yers of the elty, two of whom 
were positive § it ey invalidated the 
bend, and the third was of the same impression, 
while all agreed that no public officer had a right 
to approve a bond about which there was any ques- 
tion. He eaid to Mr. King that, in his opinion, 
Mr. Dodge would not be Collector, because the 
time for the filing of the bond had expired, and a 
new bond could not be given. 

The conversation had between Messrs. King. 
Fairbank, and himself, in the former’s office. was 
confidential, and he did not propose to say any- 
thing about it without Mr. Fairvank's consent. 

Mr. Mason also stated that it was hard to tell 
definitely what Mr. Dodge did say on the subject 
of the turning over of the 2 per cent, and he could 
not approve of the bond if the 2 per cent had been 
paid before Mr. Dodge entered on his duties, for 
the reason that the bond was not eufficient. He 
said that Capt. Brockway should not have recorded 
it until presented by the Supervisor. 

Asto his preference for Mr. Kimball as Col- 
lector, Mr. Mason said that it was only last nicht 
that several gentiemen had been named as candi- 
dates for the Coliectorship, and Mr. Kimball's 
name had deen among them. Of all those men- 
tioned he preferred Mr. Kimball, who had per- 
formed the service before, and in a satisfactory 
manner. But he bad not stated to any one, pre- 
vious to last evening, that Mark Kimball was his 
man for the place. he Board would meet to-day, 


) and he thought a new appointment would be made. 


THE BOND. 

Corporation Counsel Bondeld, City Attorney 
Tuthill, and Mr. John Mattocks, had a talk in the 
Law Department on this subject. 
Attorney opened it by „ to Mr. Mat- 
tocks, whois a partner of Mr. Mason, that the 
Supervisor had not acted properly in refusing to 
approve the bond; thatthe sureties. although not 
worth $12,000,000, were amply sufficient to pro- 
tect the city and county from all loss. The City 
Treasurer and Comptroller could compe) him to 
turn over his collections every day, so that he 
would never have over $50, 000 in his possession at 


once. 

Mr. Mattocks replied that he had purposely not 
consulted with hie partner on this subject, and 
what he said he said on his own responsibility. 
He knew that some of the men onthe bond were 
not worth near as much as Mr. Dodge pre- 
tended they were. and that furthermore, 
Mr. Mason had received a written notification from 
Mr. Swan and a verbal one from Mr. Hinsdale of 
their desire to withdraw from the bond. Mr. Ma- 
son bad consulted with the most eminent attornevs 
in the city, and it was also his own opinion that if 
one or more of the sureties withdrew before the 
approval of the bond. it vitiated the whole bond; 
for Smith went on with the supposition that Jones 
and Brown would also be on the bond, andif any 
one of them withdrew, it would increase the lia- 
bilities of the others, an act which could not be 


done without their consent without nullifying the 


instrument. 

Messrs. Bonfield and Tuthill agreed with this last 
proposition. and said that if it was a fact that Mr. 
Swan had given written notice of nis withdrawal, 
then the bond would not be a good one, and that 
the city would not want to havea man Collector 
whose only bond was such an imperfect one.

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CREDIT MOBILIER AGAIN. 


The National Scandal of Ten Years Ago 


Revamped in a Philadelphia Court. 
: Phitadelphia Timea, Jan. 8. | 
The reargument of the famous Credit Mobil- 
fer case was begun yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court, before Judges McKennan 
and Cadwalader. It bas been dragging along 
slowly for the last ten -years, and is now 
brought before the Court for final settlement, 
when the memorable Congressional investiga- 
tion which followed when the testimony taken 
in the back office of a Philadelphia lawyer was 
laid before the National Legislature is almost 
forgotton. It was then that the interesting let- 
ter of Oakes Ames to Henry 8. McComb, show- 
ing how a auantity of the stock of the Credit 
Mobiiier was passed to certain members of Con- 
gress in consideration of their support of the 
Union Pacific appropriation, was made public. 
What occurred in Congress and the disgrace 
which mantled some of its active members is a 
part of the history of the country. The great 
suit arose in this wise: Henry 8. McComb, one 
ot the original stockholders, in the spring of 
66 called at the office of the Company in New 
York and subscribed for 250 shares in the name 
of H. B. Fant, of Richmond. He gave his draft 
on the latter for $25,000, the subscription price. 
Fant failed to take the stock sent the 
draft back to New York. McComb, upon be- 
ing called ppon by Mr. Crane, the Assistant 
Treasurer, to make the draft good, sent a clerk: 
from his residence in Wilmington, Del., on to 
New York with a check for $25,000 and a power 
of attorney from Fant for the purpose of hay- 
ing the stock transferred in his name. The 
transter was not made because Crane objected 
to the form of the power of attorney, and the 
clerk returned bome with the check. McComb 
said he thought everything was all right and 
that the title to the Fant stock was undoubted- 
ly in bim, and so paid no further attention te 
the matter, and expected at any mogent to be 
called upon to pay over the subscription money. 
At this time Credit Mobilier as an investment 
was not thought much of except by those, to 
use the words of one of the witne “who 
were on the ground floor and knew all about 
the rich harvest to be reached. The contract 
for building the Union Pacific was awarded, 
and Oakes Ames dispiacea T. Durant as 
President of the Company, and began 
to manage matters his own way. Jeaious- 
les and contentions began to arise among 
the stockholders. This was a natural conse- 
quence of the distribution of the enormous 
profits that were realized. McComb asked for 
his dividends on the Fant stock and its accre- 
tions. He was told that hie subscription was 
void, that Crane nad acted upon his individual 
authority, and not being an officer of the Com- 
pany the transaction was of no effect. McComb 
persisted in asserting what he called his right 
and commenced guit ig 88. Ames had — 
him by letter that the stock had been placed 
where it would do the most good. It was this 
paper which created the explosion in Congress, 
was the basis of the investigation. McComb, 
by his legal proceedings, is trying to obtain 
from the court a decree to compe! the Company 
to account to him for the profits of the Fant 
stock. Argument was had upon this matter last 
May, but the Judges were unable to arrive ata 
conclusion, and they ordered the rehearing 
which began yesterday. 


PENNSYLVANIA.

Pirrssure, Pa., Jan.11.—Gen. Pearson and 
his entire staff to-day resigned from the State 
National Guard, and the Sixth Division, which 
succumbed to the rioters in July, is without 
officers. Gen. Pearson says this is done to en- 
able the Governor to reorganize the division. 
It is supposed the same action will be taken by 
the officers of each of the other divisions of 


the Guard, which will result in the overhauling 
of the militia system of the State.

To the Editar of The Tribune. 

Hireuwoop, Jan. 10. —A hermit's life is an end- 
less festival of delight, a gala-day upon which the 
sun never sets, compated to the life of one- half 
the people who dwell in towns, and in closely-pop- 
ulated neighborhoods.

PHILANTHROPY AND SERVANTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Omana, Jan. 9.—Asel have seen no answer to 
Gwendolen's query why servants should not be 
treated as equals by their employers, and admitted 
to all the privileges of the family, I will venture a 
few words upon the subject. In the first place, we 
must admit that washing dishes, blacking stoves, 
cartying slops, scruboing floors, etc., are menial 
— 1 that a woman who devotes her 
whdle time to them, as a servant in a well-regu- 
jateld household must, cannot be a congenial or a 
desirable companion fora family whose pursuits 
lie several grades higherin-lufe. With reference 
to the old question of bringing a segvant to the ta- 
ble with tae family, in the first place, Gwendolen 
must know, if she has ever been through the task 
of getting @ dinner ready, that after the 
steam, and heat, and bustle incident to the 
accomplishment of that feat, a girl with flushed 
face and clothes interpenetrated with tne steam 
and eifiluvia of the kitchen, certainly adds nothing 
but detracts much from the repose and enjoyment 
of the table. Again, one very important office of 
the waid of ail work is to wait on table; upon the 
quiet and orderly change of plates, introduction of 
courses, etc., depend almost the whole decency 
and pleasure of the dinner; nothing is more vulgar 
and more annoying than to have some one con- 

jumpingup from the table to attend ta these 
things. Furthermore, in many busy, school-going, 
money-making families the table is almost the 
only place where the whole family meet and enjoy 
each other's society; 1t is the place of all Others 
where intercourse needs to be free and cordial and 


unrestrained. Who wants a servant sitting by, 
who lives with us this month, but who liyed with 
Mrs. Smith last month, and may live with Mrs. 
Brown next? in, nothing is so much of 
a killjoy at table as a person who takes no part in 
the conversation, but who sits, with all her senses 
on the alert, catching fragments of remarks which 
she cannot comprehend, and imagining things said 
which no one dreamed of alluding to. A woman 
with any germ of true refinement about her, but 
who had been foreed by the rude stress of mis- 


be the last one to demand or to wish to take part 
in the family meals. She would know that she 
would be only tolerated at the tabie, and her v 
position thereof being completely ignored, an 
entirely outside of the general themes of conver- 
sation, would be for her afar greater humiliation 
than to be allowed to sit down in the kitchen and 
ta brief breathing space between the calls of 
he tabie-beli—and then take her meal in peace and 
quictness alone.

HYGIENIC IDEAS ATLOATr. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cnicaco, Jan. 11.—Water—The best of milk, 
fresh from the cow, contains about 87 per cent of 
water; the potato contains 74, and eggs 75 per 
cent. With every 156 pounds of bread we con- 
sume sixty-six pounds of water, although we think 
it dry food unless we dilute it with fluids. Lean 
beef contains 78 per cent water and blood. Roots 
contain 80 to 90 per cent of water; plantains, 73; 
lums, 75; apples, etrawberries, and other smal! 
fruits, 80; and ali this water is essential to health, 
and there is no danger in partaking of it that it will 
contain sewage or other organic matter to poison 


the blood. . 

Milk—it is saia that of the 120,000, 000 quarts of 
milk sold in New York and Brooklyn, at least 40, - 
000,000 are water, aud consumers thus pay $40, - 
000 annually for water. The men who thus de- 
fraud bades and children should have meted out to 
them the age me they so richly deserve. i 

Light—In anemia, chlorosts, phtisis, and, in 
general, all diseases characterized by deticiency of 
vital power, light should not be debarred. In 
convalescence from almost all diseases it acts 
as a healthful stimulant both to the mental 
and 1 systems. The delirium and weak 
ness, which are by no means seldom among conva- 
lescents kept in darkness, disappear like ma 
when the rays of the sun are allowed to enter t 
chamber. I think I have noticed that wounds he 
with greater rapidity when the rays of the son 
allowed to reach them, and when they are, as far 
as possible, exposed to diffused daylight. Care 
should be taken both in health and disease to in- 
sure a sufficient quantity of light to the inmates of 
houses. Sun-baths or apartments in which the 
solar rays can fall upon the paked body are doubt- 
less highly advantageous to health, and rooms for 
this purpose could probably be constructed in most 
of our 5 houses. At present a chief object of 
city families seems to be to devise means for keep- 
ing sunlight out of their houses, That this is con- 
trary to nature, needs no argument. The world is 
said to be underfed; it is certainly — as we 
manage it. So says Prof. W. A Hammond. 

Ice—Kt is generally supposed that frozen water 
melts pure; but this isa mistake. Though ice may 
be pure, itis apt in forming suddenly to become 
contaminated with impure matter found in some 
pool or siuggish etream. Therefore, the cleaner 
the source the more agreeable and safe the ice.

TAKE IT COOLLY. 


From Chambers’/ Journal, 

Some of many instances of extraordinary cool- 
ness in the midst of danger and otherwise, that 
have been recorded are here offered to our 
readers, together with some amusing sayings 
and doings. When gallant Ponsonby lay griev- 
ously wounded on the field of Waterloo, he 
fought his own desperate plight while watching 
an encounter between a couple of French lancers 
and one of his own men, cut off from the troop. 
As the Frenchmen came down upon Murphy, 
he, using his sword as if it was ashillelh, knocked 
their lances alternately aside again and again. 
Then, suddenly setting spurs to his horse, he 
gailoped off at full speed, his eager foes follow- 
ing in hot pursuit, but not quite neck and neck. 
Wheeling round at exactly the right moment, 
the Irishman, rushing at the foremost fellow, 
parried his lance and struck him down. The 
second, pressing on to avenge his comrade, was 
cut. through diagonaliy by Murphy's sword, 
falling to the earth without a cry or groan;

work, trotted off whist! ng Tue Grinder.” 

Pousonby's brave cavairyman knew how to 
take things coolly, which, according to Col. R.

LIQUOR-LAW DECISIONS. 

The Supreme Court of this State is decidedly 
leaning to the doctrine that there are no property- 
rights in liquor sold, or kept for sale, in viola- 
tion of law. It has already been decided that, 
if a man exchanges goods for liquor, 
andthe liquor is sold in violation of law, he 
can recover back the value of the goods, and the 
liquor-seller has no defense. Also, that, where 
a promissory note is given for the value of liquor, 
which liquor is kept and sold in violation of the 
Liquor-Jaw, the note is void, and the seller is 
witnout remedy. All contracts on account of 
intoxicating liquors sold in violation of Jaw! are 
utterly null and void, against all persons, in all 
cases. She latest decision is in a case where 
liquors to the value of $2,500 were seized by offi- 
cers for condemnation and destruction for viola- 
tion of the Liquor law by theowners. Theown- 
ers replevied the liquor, and sought an injunc- 
tion to restrain the condemnation proceedings, 
which was denied. The Supreme Court holds 
that liquor seized by officers for violation of the 
Liquor law of this State cannot be replevied, nor

This critical sense asks, 
What is total depravity, what is atonement, 
what is meant by the infallibility of the Bible! 
Is there a hell filled with burning fire and brim- 
stone?

FUTURE PUNISHMENT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIA. Jan. 10.—I have been an interested 
reader of the various articles lately published 


in your paper in regard to the existence or non- 
existence of Hell, and, although I differ from 
the views as set forth, yet I thank God for the 
commotion that is started in the minds of many 
relative to the punishment due to sin. When a 
building is being razed, in order to erect anotb- 
er, there is necessarily a great deal of dust, and 
those engaged in the work, or living in proximi- 
ty to it, find much that is unpleasant, but when 
the rubbish is cleared away and a new and 
stately edifice occupie$ the ground, no one re- 
grets the departure of ‘the old unsightly build- 
ing. : 

The doctrine of Eternal Torture,” which 
has for so long a time maligned the character of 
a merciful and just God, and hidden from view 
the priceless gift of His love, is evidently be- 
ginning to totter, and many are beginning to 
‘*see men as trees walking.“ Well, better that 
than not tosee at all. Some of us can remember 
when the most cultivated of the clergy used to 
give full sway totheir fertile imaginations in de- 
scribing the agonies of the lost; but for some time 
past a change bas been wrought, and we find 


the majority of them pccupying practically the 
ho,

that his hearers “would give earnest heed to 
the words he had spoken, lest peradventure they 
might find themselves at last in that place too 
awful to mention in this respectable assembly.“ 
but who was reproved bys plain, unlettered, but 
sound-minded Welsh preacher. who thought that 
if they were not too respectable to go there they 
were not too respectable tooknowwhere they 
were going.”’ It seenis to me, however, that 
there is a tendency on the part of those who now 
deny eternal misery as the punishment of sin 
to go to the other extreme and ignofe future pun- 
ihment altogether. Now, we mußt not forget 
that truth, like the equgtor. lies in thy middle; and 
because we have discovered we have been at one 
extreme, let us beware jest we be foünd occupying 
the other. James W. Bariow, M. A., Trinity 
College, Dublin, in his Work Eternal Punishment 
and kternal Death, remarks: In asserting any 
strong and copious evidence for eternal punishment 
three totally different cee are systematically con- 


founded together. These three are tbe ideas of 
Future Punishment, Eternal Death, and Eternal 
Punishment” (by which he means eternal suffer- 
ing); and then goes om to say): We see, there- 
fore, that in discussing the Scriptural evidence for 
eternal punishment, it is a matter of vital impor- 
tance to discriminate steadily between these three 
ideas, and to be perpethally on our guard never to 
allow a passage which speaks only of the future 
unishment of the wicked, or only of their ever- 
asting destruction, to be pressed as an argument 
for their eternal punishment (misery). ‘Through 
neglect of this caution the impugners of the last 
dogma have allowed themselves to*be placed in ap- 
tng antagonism with the plain teaching of the 
ible, thus giving its defenders an incalculable ad- 
vantage to which, in truth, they have not the 
slightest title. The first step usually taken on the 
side of the defense is th charge the assailant with 
holding the doctrine of a Universal Restoration. 
This charge being once admitted, the artillery of 
Scripture is brought into play with tremend- 
ous effect; and as long as its supreme 
authority is admitted, the champion 
of the commonly regeived doctrine can easily 
drive his assailant discomfited from the field. For 
the scriptural evidence, not only for future punish- 
ment but also for eternal death, is indeed co- 
pious and unmistakable. The behever in the in- 
spiration of the Bible, who denies either of these, 
must therefore be prepared to meet ä formidable 
array of texts, and to adopt such principles of in- 
terpretation as would extract all meaning from the 
Word of God. And not only ia be in direct opposi- 
tion to Reveiation, but the dictates of the moral 
faculty give him no support. 
„Eternal death, unlike eternal punishment (mis- 


ery), does not shock the conscience. 


who gives life may, at His own good will and 
pleasure, revoke bis gift.” . . e sen- 
tence, ‘thou shalt surely die,’ may, I grant, mean 
death eternal; but to me ‘death’ and endless 
life in torment’ are two distinct conceptions: and 
Icannot admit the asfertion of the one, as the 
doom of the sinner, to be equivalent to the asser- 
tion of the other.”

THE MISSING MANAGER. 


When and Where Fryer Disappeared—His- 
tory of His Connection with the Adams- 
Pappenheim Troupe. | 

Lowtsville Courier Journal, Jan. 10. 

The sudden disappearance of Mr. J. C. 
Fryer, the opera manager, still remains shroud- 
ed in mystery, and, as yet, there are no develop- 
ments by which any clew can be gained to the 
actual whereabouts of the missing man. It is 
scarcely. possible that he could have been 
murdered, having had no money with him at 
the time of his disappearance. The most 
plausible conclusion is that he has succeeded, 
or is purposely concealing himself, it being a 
sort of mania with him, some say, when drink- 
ing, which occurs only at rare intervals, 
to hide away for a time, for no other 
apparent purpose than that of mystifying 
his friends. He was known to do a 
thine of this kind several years ago, when act- 
ing as the advance agent of Strakosch, at the 
time that gentleman brought out Mise Nilsson. 
This occurred, it is stated, in St. Paul, Minn., 
and after being absent fourteen days he again 
turned up, well and in good condition. Taking 
this fact into consideration, it is reasonable to 
suvpose that he has again gone into retirement, 
and will in his own good time reappear. Friday 
morning he left the Louisville Hotel and went 
to Rufer’s, where he breakfasted, in company 
with Messrs. Rufer and Franosch. While there 
he hinted at having met with heavy losses dur- 
ing the past few months, and dwelt with par- 
ticular emphasis upon the great expense and 
2 attendant upon so large a combination. 

was oaothing unusual in his manner, 

however, and he ate heartily. and with ap- 
parent relish. In conversation with a friend 
earlier in the day, he expressed his opinion that 
there was trouble brewing and the 1 
of the company disbanding t St. uis, his 
being upable to pay their salaries, in conse- 
quence of which there had already been some 
trouble in Nashville. There was nothing in the 
nature of Mr. Fryer, or in his financial troubles, 
that would make suicide probable. * He was not 
personally responsible for the debts of the com- 
pany, being only upon salary, the real proprie- 
torship and financial responsibility resting in 
other parties. 

After leaving Rufer’s Friday at noon, he is 
lost sight of, and can be traced to no other 
establishment. His baggage is still at the 
Louisville Hotel, and his bill remains unsettled. 
His friends here and elsewhere re very anxious 
about him, and dispatches are arriving thick 
and fast requesting to know anything of him, 

The Fryer Opera Troupe was under the man- 
agement of the tenor, Charies Adams, Madame 
Pappenheim 12 Ahrens, her husband). aud 
J. C. Fryer. It is certain that the tour was dis- 
ast rous from the start, and that Fryer lost all 
he had. Fryer had gained some reputation in 
his management of the Wagner festivals in New 
York and Boston, and his name must have been 
reckoned as worth something, and his man- 
agerial ability deemed good when the troupe 
was formed. He received bis percentage of 
profits (or was to do so), but did not handle the 

eneral fund. This was left to the Treasurer. 

e seemed to have a certain general manage- 
ment, and presented the claims of the Wagner 
music and the troupe to the newspapers. Me 
was extravagant in his management. The 
weekly expenses woula generally foot up over 
$4,000. He paid railroad fares for more than 
sixty people. The orchestra numbered sixteen 
high-priced men, and he supplemented it here 
on special nights with fourteen more. Salaries 
remained for weeks in great part unpaid, and it 
is fair to presume that Adams and Madame Pap- 
penheim did not lay claim to their own salaries, 
for itis certain that they alone kept the com- 
pany together. it was generally necessary for 
the advance agent to iorward enough money 
from the sale of future seats to enable tile com- 
pany tomove. Fryer himself made the verbal 
contract for transportation here with the O. & 
M. Road on Thursday, but disappeared Fri- 
day noon, and Ahrens was compelled to 
take the matter in hand. fryer was 
without money here. He had the right of 
selling the librettos, and made a small sum 
in that way. At the time of his disappearance 
he did not even have his waten with him. He 
had been badgered a little about bilis at the 
hotel. He was seen by friends intoxicated in a 
saloon on Thursday night, was taken charge of, 
and placed in the hotel. He had been in high 
hope of retrieving the fortunes of the company 
to some extent at this point; but the four per- 
formances did not average more than $400 
apiece, the highest being the opening (“ Lohen- 
grin 3 night, when the receipts ran up to about 
$600.‘ In Memphis and Nashville the houses 
were small, and the treatment by the newspa- 
pers bad.

BLANcHARD'S ENGINE. 


He Persists that the Thing Will Go. 
{The editor of Taz Tripung having addressed 
a private note to Mr. Blanchard, pointing out 
some objections to the proposed or alleged new 
system of generating steam, he replied to them 


as follows:] 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Camo, III., Jan. 8.—Your favor of the 3d re- 
ceived and contents carefully considered. Had 
I been in the least doubtful of the successful 
results of my plan of construction of an im- 
proved steam-enogine, using comparatively but 
a small amount of fuel and water, I would not 
have given my truemame at the bottom of the 
article published, but under some nom de 
plume; would have awaited the criticism of 
experts, etc. The only kind of doubt that had 
weight with me was that I might err in some of 
the details with regard to best position of the 
cylinder, location of steam and air valves, size 
avd shape of the same, etc., ete. our 
Gbjections and presumed obstacles I be- 
lieved myself not so very long since, but they 
disappeared before me, as the philosophical law 
of reaction declared its capability of a revolu- 
tion of small diameter, being equal in power, if 
correspondingly confined, to any larger dimen- 
sions if the ratios of space to size was preserved. 
In other words, a cubic inch of water as steam 
in a confined space as powerful as a barrel of 
water in steam in alarge space. Your objections, 
I am confident, can be explained and dissipated. 
In stationary engines, steamboats and steam- 
ships, there need be but one main steam cylin- 
der, set at an angle of, say, 23 degrees; the 
weight of the piston and its leverage, with 
weight of attached machinery, eVen if my oscil- 
lating weight is not used, is sufficient for the 
reacting power to return the piston again to ite 
contact with its impetus or resting point. 

The subject, if riahtly viewed, is of the great- 
est importance to the whole world, so far as 
economical motive power can affect commerce 
or general intercourse and exchange, to say 
nothing of ite effect on local production or im- 
proved tillage of lands, mills, mines, or manu- 
factures. 

was at pains in a former letter to explain or 
show the power of compression was attained 
without requiring advance power of pressure or 
machinery to secure it. A cubic inch of water 
as steam will not return to water when com- 
pressed,—the heat forbids it. There is 
a chemical contradiction, so to speak. 
There is a contrary effect; as the pressure con- 
fines the expansion and reduces it, there is 
— friction and more heat generated or 

tent heat made acting to resist further pres- 
sure, or, as ¢ondensation increases, power of 
resistance increases—otberwise reaction would 
not be the same. I cannot afford to build a 
perfect engine at this time, and may never live 
to see one builded or in operation, but Iam as 
confident they will be on the theory advanced 
as that the sun shines. 

As I have previously written, the beauty of 
this discovery isin the power produced by sim- 
ply injecting water iuto a confined space, with 
sufficient beat to convert it into superheated 
steam. Now. I do not propose to press this 
st eam back to its original space or less, but let 
it have its expansion on the face of the piston, 
and pursue it with as many more cubic inches 
of water as is required to move the piston the 
desired distance, or length of stroke. The ef- 
fect is the same as though I did have sufticient 
power to compress it below its original space as 
water. 

The cylinder head is made of greater strength. 
To do this is easy, as the convex inward pro- 
jection of the cviinder head, by its formation, 
doubles the strength, and if made of successive 
plates of boiler iron, with ‘cross-stiaps of the 
same between, making three plates of about 
three inches in thickness, including the straps 
and spaces between for air, we would have 
a cylinder-head which, by Statistical 
rules, would be capable at red heat 
of resisting a pressure of over 1,000 
pounds to the square inch of surface. What 
need is there for anything stronger? If great- 
er strength is required, it is easy to multiply 
the layers of iron, the confined air between the 
plates expands with the iron and assists to pre- 
serve its power of resisting presaure from 
within, as also to preserve the power or tension 
of the particles of iron. Read heat is sufficient 
to not only evaporate the water, but to convert 
it to superheated steam. As the concave end of 
the piston is but little below red heat, water 
infringing on it is instantly converted to steam, 
that on the fire-piate being superheated, im- 
pinges on the face of the piston, throwing the 
cooler steam back on the flre-plate. These oper- 
ations proceed like lichtning, before one can 
speak, and the piston is moved, the pipe is con- 
tinually injecting more water in a thin sheet of 
great pressure and velocity on to the flre-plate, 
renewing power every instant. [he heat has a 
forward movement from the fire, which, fed by 
a lively biast, keeps the fire-plate at a red heat. 
The surface in a fifteen-inch cylinder—diameter 
being sufficient to evaporate a quart of water 
almost instantly, as both the eviinder face and 
the convex fire-plate are at a temperature 
to convert water instantly into steam. The ex- 
plosion I referred to near Centralia may have 
occurred before the time mentioned, as I am not 
sure about its being four, five, or six years ago, 
as I have no present memorandum of the time. 
However, many of the particulars I recollect. 

There is no difficulty in the way of 
“ packing.” The piston;isnottoo hot at its 
unexposed part, and asbestos stands heat, even 
fire. . The lubrication of the actual path of the 
piston is easily provided for, and no lubrication 
is wanted at the fire end, as, in my drawings, 
the outside of the piston is beveled back nearly 
as far as the concavity extends on or in its face, 
to provide botn for greater surface and room for 
compressed air. By my pian all the vacant 
space in the cylinder is filled with compressed 
air, leaving virtually no space at all for either 
water or steam, but, as air is so elastic, it yields 
to the introduction of both steam and water in 
the manuer described. The effects, as you say, 
can be produced by gunpowder, but it is too 
expensive, too dangerous, and difficult to con- 
trol, etc. Water is cheap, and steam power- 
ful. The use of steam, I think, will continue 
to the end of time. I do not dispute your posi- 
tions, only that you assume that there is an an- 
tagonism between my theory and the known 
action of: physical laws, as explained in correla- 
tive forces. I think uot. There are two theo- 
ries with regard to water, which somewhat con- 
flict. One that water is composed of two elastic 
gases of unequal proportions. Both-compressi- 
ble. Philosopay says, there is no end to the 
division of matter, and likewise by the same 
reasoning there is no end to compressibility of 
matter, as a still greater power would compress 
a little more than the Jast. Another theory of 
water that it has no eolid matter of its own, but 
is always holding some in solution, no matter 
if distilled in a vacuum as perfect as man could 
make, the atoms would be there, so very minute, 
perhaps, as not to be discernible, and it is 
known that we cannot form a perfect vacuum. 
The globules of water when broken by steam 
are capable of occupving u less space than be- 
lore, on the same principle that à bas cet of eggs 
broken up require less space than when whole.

Interview with K. K. J ones, Who 
Knows All About Roads. 


How: He Improved the Twelfth Street 
Road Into Quincy. 


He Covered It with Creek Gravel, and It Is Now 
the Best Road in the State. 


About three weeks ago Tas Trisuns pub- 
lished a communication from Mr. K. K. Jones, 
of Ellington Township, Adams County, III., in 
relation to country roads. Mr. Jones is strong- 
lyin favor of the use of gravel, and claims 
that plenty of that material can be found in 
nearly all the river counties of the State. A 
correspondent signing himself P.“ joined 
issue with Mr. Jones, both as to the value of 
gravel roads and the practicability of their con- 
struction, and a representative ot Tus TRIBUNE 
was detailed to visit Quincy and inspect the 
roads in that vicinity, including the gravel road 
constructed by Mr. Jones. 

This is about four miles in length and is 
known as 

THE TWELFTH STREET ROAD, 
extending from Main street, within the city 
limits, north towards Locust Grove. A drive 
over this road in a buggy demonstrated that, 
although not exactly as smooth as a billiard- 
table, the road was practicable for teams, and 
an extension of the drive over the ordinary dirt 
roads in the neighborhood proved that they 
could scarcely be so considered. Ten days ago 
the frost struck Quincy, and the embargo which 
the mud had laid upon traffic was partly re- 
moved. But though the mud was gone, the 
immense ruts in the roads, which resembled 
plowed fields, showed that previous to the ad- 
vent of the frost no team could have passed 
with a load. 

INQUIRY OF FARMERS 
fully bore out this fact, and even within the 
town, on ail but a few macadamized roads, 
teams were doubled and loads divided. In 
short, the roads, like nearly all roads in IIli- 
nois, were as bad as the mind of man could well 
conceive. 

The reporter drove along the gravel road to 
the residence of Mr. Jones, which is known as 
Wergelands, and is situated about a mile from 
the citv-limits, and questioned that gentleman 
in regard to roads in general, and that piece of 
track in particular. His statement was as fol- 
lows: 


WHAT MR. JONES SAID. 
“In the winter of 1867-683 I made up my 
mind tna we had been stuck in the mud about 
long enough. It was impossible to get to town 
with a buggy, let alone a wagon, and whenl 
tried to ride in, and my horse got stuck so that 
I had to walk. Pgot mad. I raiséd a subscription, 
got the township to vote a small sum,.and the city 
to give a little, and started in to make a road. 
Farmers who had no money lent their teams and 
men, and hauled the gravel from the creek below. 
No grading was done; we just dumped the 
gravel into the mud-holes and 
it spread. All we couid 
to make a track wide enough 
single wagon, and the gravel was put on about six 
inches deep.“ When the ruts began to make, an- 
other load of gravel was thrown on and raked 
over. The consequence was that farmers were 
able to get to town with their produce.”’ 
COST OF GRAVELING. 
** What was the cost of the improvement?” said 
the reporter. 
Probably the five miles of road for the city 
aveled some inside the city limits—has cost 
3,000 during the past eignt years. The work 
was not done all at once, but a little at a time, ac- 
cording as money could be raised or teams pro- 
cured. The gravel cost nothing, being taken from 
the creek. A man could take a contract to gravel 
six miles of road, three miles each way from the 


furthest point. As he got nearer his dase of sup- 
ties, he could haul more Making the track five 
eet wide, and spreading the gravel a*foot thick, 
a cubic yard of gravel would be used to each five 
and a half lineal feet. A very passable road for 
farm teams could be made by laying on the gravel 
ten inches dcev in the centre, and five inches at 
the edges. This need not cost more than 82 per 


OBJECTIONS OVERRULED. 

‘*Objection has been made to your plan, Mr. 
Jones, that gravel cannot be obtained in sufficient 
quantity, and near enough to the bad roads. 

‘*T believe that there is plenty of gravei all 
alung both sides of the Mississippi in the beds of 
the creeks. In this county there are haif a dozen 
creeks where I know there is plenty of it. There 
has been no trouble here in getting all that was 
wanted. and there is plenty left. Ihave seen 
gravel all aiong the Rock, Fox, end Illinois Rivers, 
and the little streams which run Into them are full 
of it. In my opinion, it is washed out of the rock 
by the streams. Probably some of it has been 
there since Moses’ time. I don’t think that there 
is any along the Sangamon or Dig Muddy. There is 
no bank gravel in Adams County, or anywhere south 
of Galesburg. But ail through Adams, Hancock, 
Pike. Henderson, Warren, Rock Island, and all 
the counties near the river bluffs, the water washes 
down the gravel ready for use. It contains a good 
deal of sand, but that is an improvement rather 
than a detriment, for it makes the stuff pack to- 
gether.” 

PERFECTLY SATISFIED. 

Von are satiefied, then, as to the merits of creek 
gravel for road- waking?” 

** Yes, so far as it goes. What is wanted is some 
improvement on the present system, or want of 
sysicm. Farmers go on from year to year ruining 
their horses and breaking down their wagons, 
when a few days’ work oy each man 
would make a decent road to town. When a 
mud-hole makes so that they can't get by, they 
dump another load of mud or clay into it, while 
the material for making a good road is t be found 
in the bed of every creek. ‘There are bars of gravel 
containing thousands of loads all along the 
crevks.”"’ 

BECAUSE wur! 

Cannot the farmers be strrred up to do some- 
thing: If your road has been such a success, why 
don't they pitch in and make some more like 
it! 


Because they are slow. They are teriibly 
afraid of spending money, and a farmer would 
rather give two wee«s’.work with a team than $10 
in money. In the winter they won't do anything, 
and in the summer they are too busy. 
So it goes on from year tu year, all the time getting 
worse. What little patching up is done is without 
any system. They ought to begin right now, for 
they have nothing else to do, and I have proved by 
practical experience that creek gravel put on a 
frozen mud road answers very well. If they set to 
work grading, the new grade takes a long time to 
settle, and the process is expensive. By making a 
single track, proper drainage can oe got without 
any trouble, and as heavy loads are only hauled 
one wav, that is, to the railroad, a single track is 
enough. For weeks past the farmers have been 
unabie to take a single wagon-load of corn or any 
kind of produce Into town except over the Twelfth 
street road. There have been plenty of would-oe 
buyers, but no way of getting the stuff to the 
railroad. *’ 

THE COST AGAIN. 

‘*What would yon estimate the cost per mile of 
a sufficient gravel road at? 

Well. if you talk to the farmers about a road to 
cost $300 per mile, they get scared. i have had all 
sorts of trouble to get together the necessary funds 
for making this bit of road (Twelfth street). The 
city finally voted $500 for itsshare of the road, 
which I superintended. ahd for which I advanced 
the money. Peopie say tnat lam full of theories 
u bout roads; crazyon the subject. Some of the 
farmers grumbie because their unshod horses can- 
not travel over the gravel] roads, but they forget 
that but for those roads they could never reach 
townatall. The gravel contains a lot of large 
stones, and they don't like to travel over it at first, 
but ifit is put on in the winter they must take it, 
foe the dirt roads are impassable. My plan isto 
make all the roads you can when they are bad, and 
then the farmers must go on them. Right here 
comes in 

THE QUESTION OF BROAD TIRES 
for farm wagons. If, instead of the narrow tires 
now used, which are ali very well on macadamized 
roads or wooden pavements, broad tires were use 
every loaded wagon would act as a roller, an 
would help make the road instead of cutting it to 
pieces. But broad tires won't belp the wagon to 
market unless the horees have something else than 
mud to pull on, and this something is furnished by 
using gravel. TLere is no better road in the world 
than One made over the ordinary prairie soil when 
it is in order. But when it 
down to the clay, you 
anything with it. The sand 
gravel zwill absorb nearly its own bulk of water, 
and it gets solid and packs together, making a sort 
of conerete. After a thaw this sand crumbles 
down into the ruts, and fills them up, but clay will 
not do this. It is a good thing to put three or four 
saches of black prairie soil on top of the gravel. 
The only real objection to the use of creek gravel 
is that when.it thaws out it becomes soft and makes 
ruta. These soon fill up, but when the thaw 
strikes the clay roads travel hasto be suspended. 
A summer rain only helps a gravel road.

A WHITE BEAN OR DEATH 


The Story of the Meir Massacre in the 
Texan Straggle for Independence, 
Houston (Ter.) Telegram. 

The events recorded below took place at Sq. 
lado, Mexico, March 28, 1843, when seventeen 
Texans of the Meir expedition were shot by 
order of the Mexican authorities. The story 
is told by a correspondent who signs himself R 
P. H., of Blanco, Bex., a brother of one who 
drew a white bean: 
One hundred ana fifty-nine white beans were 
placed in the bottom of the mug, and seventeen. 
black ones placed upon the top of them. The 
beans were not stirred. Such was their anxiety 
to execute Capt. Cameron, and perhaps the 
balance of the officers, that first Cameron and 
afterwards the other officers were made to draw 
a bean each from the mug in this condition, 
Cameron, in the act of drawing first, said with 
his usual coolness, “ Well, boys, we have to 
draw; let's be at it. So saying, he thrust his 
hand into the mug and drew out a white bean, 
Next came Col. William F. Wilson, whe 
was chained to him; then Capt. William 
Ryan, and then Judge F. M. Gipson, 
all of whom drew white beans.
